Placed at the Base of the Monument 


Erected in Hayuiarket Square in Mem- 
ory of the Policemen Who Lobt Their 
Llvei on the Night of May 4, 1886— 
The Plot Undoubedly the Work of 
Anarchists. 
CHICAGO, May 25.—An unsuccessful at- 


tempt was made to blow up the Haymar- 
ket monument, erected in memory of the 
policemen who were killed by the bomb 
thrown May 4. 1880. Officer Slinger, of 
the Desplaines Street station, near where 
the monument is located, found on the 
base of the monument a large tin can 
containing ten pounds of dynamite with a 
fulminating cap and fuse attached and 
wrapped up in two old dresses. 


The Worll of Anarchists. 


The fuse was originally three feet lonp 


but hai been extingushed when all but 
throe inches of it had been burned by the 
rain storm Friday night. A mark of

burned powder on tne base marked the 
original length of the fuse. The police 
have no clew as yet to the perpetrators of 
the deed. Extraordinary efforts will be 
mads to find the instigators, who are un- 
doubtedly in the ranks Of the Anarchists.. 


A Most Powerful Explosion, 


The material in the can wns tested by 


W. B. Lewis, of the .JEtna Powder com- 
pany. He pronounced it dynamite, heav- 
ily 
charged 
with nitro-glycerine, and 


hence a most powerful explosive. So far 
the police have placed no suspicion on any- 
one in particular, save an es-Anarchi-tic 
•ditor. His recent movements are being 
looked up, but bo far as can be learned the 
police regard him as an instigator rather 
than the actual perpetrator of the crime. 
He is well known in the east and west. 
He will probably be taken into custody 
for purposes of examination unit"-* it is 
shown that the suspicion is unfounded. 
The talk about Mrs. Pan-ons being impli- 
cated is discredited.

Murdered by a Blacksmith Who \\

o'clock Saturday morning. Father Bar- 
rett was sitting on the porch of his hou^t 
at 185 North San^amon street, when Kendy 
came up and complained of feeling ill. The 
priest advised him to go to bed and get 
•ome sleep, saying that he would probably 
feel better after obtaining rest. Keady 
made no reply, and suddenly drew a re-

and fired, the

FRANKFORT, Ky., May 25.—The Ken- 


tucky legislature Friday vraa a scene of 
pandemonium rarely equaled in the his- 
tory of the state. It was all about the sen- 
sational Ohio and Big Sandy railroad char- 
ter. Mr. Huntingtou has been at work all 
winter in the interest of the railroad char- 
ter for the road, and in the last week of 
the six mouths' session has finally suc- 
ceeded in gaining his point. The bill pro- 
vides that the people of Floyd, Johnson 
and Pike counties may vote a large sub- 
scription to the capital stock of the road. 
The people of that section are said to be 
opposed to the bill, and it is known that 
there will be serious trouble in the coun- 
ties affected. In the discussion Friday the 
opponents of the measure openly charged 
that certain members had profited finan- 
cially by the vote on the bill.

On the blackbaekground of the medi- 


aeval church. Dr. Gunsaulus has placed the 
"Italian Chrysostuiu," and reformer-martyr 
as an angel of beauty and light, wielding 
the keen, shining blade of truth, and look- 
ing neither to the right or left, but upwards 
into the solemn and eternal verities of God's 
great designs; a naked soul, without thought 
for its mortal encasement; an enraptured 
spirit, freeing itself from all taint, and 
standing on the mountain top of sublime 
self-abnegation. 
' To such a soul what indeed would have 
been the magnificence of a Lorenzo di 
Medici, and what could it matter.that, great 
prince and potentate as he was, he could 
draw to him God-inspired artists and sculp- 
tors, that they might surround him with 
their exquisite creations, or that the light of 
Heaven fell on him through the gem enjew- 
eled roof of a regal palace. To the clear 
and crystaline eye of that fearless spirit 
enamored only of the holy and the good, 
Lorenzo, "the magnificent," stood out as a 
slayer of the innocent, a robber of tht> 
widow and the orphan, a trampler of the 
rights and liberties of his beloved Florence; 
an egotist who would burn down a world of 
beauty to boil himself an egg; a wretch 
striding to fame on the bending backs of 
a suffering humanity; a creature 
stealing 


tbe panoply of art, literature and all the, 
sciences to conceal a life of putrifylng cor- 
rnption. 


When "truth has tunneled the Alp" of 


such a soul and taken possession of it, this 
emenation of the eternal, this spark divine, 
so clears away the cobwebs of human ex- 
pediency and the cowardice of tbe '.'powers 
that be," that the eye of the spirit becomes 
as the All-seeing One, observing the right 
and the wrong, the good and the evil o£ all 
created things, and never again to be dimmed 


.. 
by the rose-colored hues and golden tints of 
cathedral glory. Truth is imbedded in such 
a soul like a drop of water in its crystal 
prison—the rock must crumble before it 
can escape, and then it will mount upward 
only to descend again as a principal of 
blessed generation, thus enduring and eter- 
nal is it in the Savonarola of Dr. Gunsaulus. 
The God-like personality, who he tells us, 
with the voice of a prophet and the wisdom

with him to the heights from which shone 
that bright star of the middle ages, illumin- 
ing a darkened church.

ful is the halo with which he surrounds it 
that one might almost believe it the' second 
appearance of the Star of 
Bethlehem,

that Socrates, dying for the right in his 
time, and Savonarola, courting martrydom, 
wlthTi voice which shook the golden throne 
of the Boman Pontiff, and reverberated 
around the Christian world, were for their 
dlferent ages, the truth made manifest in 
the flesh to win again straying souls to 
tbe All-Father.

lost as well. The only thing that keeps 
the niemoiy ot the tiaiisaction alive at this 
late day is the well preserved instrument 
which Kobeit gave to secure tlie loan, and 
it is the property ot J. M. Clokey, to whom 
it was given over M year» ago by an old 
fncnd, a lawjer of many years practice 
How the documeut came into his friends' 
hands, Mi Clokey does hot know. 


Tliemortgige is an indenture in the full, 


old fashioned meaning of the term 
A 


great many documents start out now bj 
saying "This indenture," Out they have 
only bonowed (he word from a custom long 
since discontinued. Formei ly n hen a docu- 
ument of gieat importance was made, it 
would be copied exactly on a sheepskin 
ot the same si/e. 
Then one would be laid 


on the other, with edges even all around, 
and the top margin cut oft in au irregular 
line 
The top edges would of course 


be "indented" alike. The old parties who 
did tins thought it would be very difficult 
to counterfeit the indention, though the pa- 
per might be copied. 
Indenting has long 


since been forgotten, though the writings 
exchanged between the parties to a contract 
stilt letain the name of indentures. 


This old document of Mr. Clokey S has
